Discussions center

Questions about tax incen- 
tives, pension plans and con- 
tinuing hikes in total tax 
bills sparked a public discus- 
sion Wednesday regarding 
Madison County’s proposed 
8.8 percent increase in the 
tax levy. 

The county’s proposed 
$81.3 million budget, up 4.6 
percent from last year, 
relies on the increased levy 
to bring in $1.7 million in 
additional funds. The aver- 
age taxpayer ving ina 
$64,000 house would pay 
about 3.5 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation — or 
about $4.80 to $7.50 a year in

The foresight and work of public and mili- 
tary officials and others responsible for con- 
struction of the new $211 million MidAmerica 
Airport (MAA) will culminate during a dedica- 
tion on Nov. 8.

The airport is a joint-use air- 
port serving both civilians and 
military’ personnel. A 10,000- 
foot taxiway connects the civil- 
ian and Air Force runways 

John Baricevic, St. Clair 
County Board chairman, said 
preparations for the dedication 
ceremonies are. underway. for 
thousands of visitors. 

“This is a major national 
event,”” Baricevie said. ‘‘No 
new .airport has been built in 
this country in the last 25 
years,”” 

Baricevic said even without 
line contracting to use 
facilities, relocating the 
126th Air National Guard Refu- 
eling Wing from Chicago will 
generate $70 million, as well 
400 full-time and 1,000 part 
time jobs. 

“Even if one civilian air- 
plane never lands on the run- 
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way, we already have 1,400 
more jobs in St. Clair County,”

that unit has paid for MAA.”

Voter turnout Tuesday may surprise: 


County clerk says MetroLink on ballot may draw higher numbers

While school board races traditionally 
draw only 10 percent of registered voters 
in Madison County, local districts could 
see a turnout three to four times that in 
Tuesday’s election 

“T expect a greater participation in 
areas where there are contested races, as 
there are in Edwardsville and Collinsville, 
and I would expect more of a turnout 
where there are other issues on the ballot, 
like the Triad referendum,’’ Madison 
County Clerk Mark Von Nida said. 

Only one school board race in the Quad 
Cities area is contested, in Venice. 

In Granite City, voters will probably re- 
elect Eldin E. Rea, Walt Whitaker, Pete 
Novacich and James ‘‘Jim’’ Noeth for 
four-year terms. All are unopposed. 

Madison voters will vote for James 
“Eddie’’ Newsome, Carol S. Hamm, Har- 
ry S. Peterson and John ‘‘Dickie’’ Ervin 
for four-year terms. All are unopposed 

Venice voters will chose between three 
incumbents and four challengers for four 
four-year terms and two incumbents seek- 
ing one two-year term
